Francisco yesterday that the Pa- 
cific Zeppelin Transport Co., Ltd., 
will build two gigantic zeppelins 
for passenger traffic between Cali- 
fornia and: the Orient, Richmond 
boosters of the proposed airport 
here on the bay shore have high 
hopes that the company will lo- 
cate its terminus on the local 
proposed field. 

The Richmond field was sugges- 
ted as a possible site for the Uni- 
ted States nay’s dirigible base, 
which it has been announced, will 
be located In the south. ~~ 

Theslocal field, which Hes along 
the hore of San Pablo bay, 18 
large and roonfy and would pro- 
vide an {deal mooring place for 
commercial zeppelins. 

The site here is well protected 
from the prevailing winds and ig 
close to the center of population 
in the state. Served by two main 
transcontinental fines, Richmond 
would make an ideut terminal for 
the company, it is said. 

Several years ago an unecnfirm- 
ed rumor to the effect that a zepe 
pelin company was plauning to 
locate an airport here to be used 
as a terminal for its route to the 
Hawalilan ‘islands. No action was 
taken at that time, 

The new company plans to have 
two airships construet21 by the 
Joodrich Zeppelin corporation at 
“Akron, O. These ships, it’ is said, 
will follow the general lines of 
the new British zeppelins, the “R- 
100” and the “R-101”" which have 
just been completed. 

The shi would accomodate 100 
passengers and: 20,000 poutids of 
mail and freight.
